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4. Woodruff seems to think well of Senator Young's offer 
to be present when Ellender is briefed so as to try to keep things on 
the track. Woodruff says whether he himself should attend is entirely 
up to Ellender and Young. Woodruff feels that the best time for such 
a briefing might be in the evening or on a Saturday, but he cautions 
that if we want to arrange it on a Saturday we better do so before the 
weather gets good because after that Senator Young will be on the 
golf course every Saturday. 


5. Woodruff is not sure how the Agency will fare with Ellender 
but is aware of no real problems so far. For this reason, he thinks 
we have to be particularly careful in handling delicate problems like 

However, Woodruff says there is no doubt of how 

Ellender feels about DIA and NSA, he thinks they both should be cut 
drastically, and Woodruff tends to agree particularly, where NSA is 
concerned. He predicts that within the next year or two the community
